A DAGENHAM woman 
has avoided going to 
prison for causing the 
death of 100-year-old Joan 
Roskilly in a collision in 
Shoeburyness. 

Cherise Lyons, 57, of 
Kingsmill Road, was given 
a suspended prison sen¬ 
tence and banned from dri¬ 
ving for three years at 
Basildon Crown Court on 
Thursday, May 31. 

Ms Roskilly, of Thorpe 
Bay, was walking into the 
Asda supermarket in 
North Shoebury Road 
with a friend - at around 
1.50pm on Tuesday, 
November 29, 2016 - 
when she was struck by a 
silver Renault Trafic 
minibus, driven by Lyons. 


Lyons had been waiting 
outside the store while a 
friend had gone inside to 
buy flowers. 

As her friend returned, 
Lyons stepped on the 
accelerator pedal instead 


Lyons was charged with 
causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving. She denied the 
charge at Southend Magis¬ 
trates Court on December 
12, 2017, but admitted a 
lesser charge of causing

of the brake, sending the 
car forward, colliding with 
Ms Roskilly and into the 
front of the store. 

Ms Roskilly was taken to 
hospital but later died. 


death by careless driving. 

hollowing a two-day trial 
at Basildon Crown Court, 
Lyons was found not guilty 
of causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving on Thursday. 


She was sentenced to 
eight months in prison - 
suspended for two years - 
disqualified from driving 
for three years, ordered to 
carry out 120 hours of 
unpaid work, and told to 
pay £220 court costs and 
victim surcharge. 

A statement from Ms 
Roskilly’s family, read out 
in court, said: “We miss 
our nan deeply and have 
been left traumatised by 
the circumstances in which 
she was killed. 

“It has been such a deep 
loss to lose someone so 
close to us all. She had 
reached 100 years of age 
but was still so energetic 
and full of life. She was so 
proud to have just received 


her telegram from the 
Queen. 

“We are struggling to 
move on and hope to gain 
some closure from the 
court process.” 

Inspector Rob Brettell, 
from the serious collision 
investigation unit, said: 
“The death of Joan Roskil¬ 
ly is an awful case of a 
mistake which ended in 
tragedy. 

“Cherise Lyons admitted 
her liability and has shown 
remorse for what hap¬ 
pened. 

“This case shows that 
whether you be on the road 
or in a car park, if you are 
in charge of a vehicle it 
requires your undivided 
attention.”

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Councils agree to joint approach on housing over next 20 years 

Councils team up 
for housing push

BBC local democracy reporter 
COUNCILS across south Essex 
have agreed a common approach 
to ensure the development of hous¬ 
ing and key infrastructure over the 
next 20 years meet proposed tar¬ 
gets. 

The Association of South Essex 
Local Authorities (ASELA) - 
made up of Basildon, Brentwood, 
Castle Point, Essex County, 
Rochford, Southend-on-Sea and 
Thurrock councils - has drafted a 
Statement of Common Ground that 
aims to ensure that the 90,000 
required homes across south 
Essex over the next 20 years are 
built. 

The statement is also hoped to 
assist plans to ensure new trans¬ 
port links, health and social infra¬ 
structure, business and skill oppor¬ 
tunities are fully developed. 

Councillor Louise McKinlay, 
leader of Brentwood Council and 
chairwoman of ASELA, said: “We 
are working collectively and across 
our district borders for our vision 
for south Essex’s future. 

“This is not just about providing 
more housing, it’s about much 
more than that. 

“It’s looking at developing new 
and improved transport links and 
roads, new health, medical and 
care facilities, schools and creating 


business and skill opportunities 
across south Essex to support a 
growing economy. 

“All of this needs to be part of 
the proposals very early on.” 

The Government is looking to 
local authorities to prepare state¬ 
ments of common ground as part 
of a new Local Plan process, and 
more specifically, to provide the 
main evidence to demonstrate that 
strategic planning matters have 
been dealt with effectively and the 
legal provisions of the Duty to 
Cooperate have been met. 

ASELA has been a national pilot 
for the new process and is the first 
collective of local authorities to 
reach this stage of the scheme. 

Between the local authority 
areas, 4,500 homes need to be built 
each year over the next 20 years 
(90,000) to meet Government 
housing targets. 

Cllr McKinlay added: “Our aim 
is to get the best for our residents 
over the next 20 years and ensure 
they can take advantage of the 
exciting opportunities and new 
jobs that we can expect in the 
future. 

“We are committed to working 
together to take a coordinated and 
joined-up approach and will make 
a very clear case to Government to 
provide funding for the major 
infrastructure that south Essex will 
need in order to grow.”

A £1 MILLION service has 
been introduced that will see 
nurses and care assistants 
treat people in their own 
homes across Southend, 
Castle Point and Rochford. 

The new scheme, called 
Swift, is part of an invest¬ 
ment in ‘out of hospital’ ser¬ 
vices in the area by NHS 
Southend Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (CCG), and 
NHS Castle Point and 
Rochford CCG. 

The team of nurses and 
care assistants will visit 
patients within two hours of 
a referral from a GP, district 
nurse, or ambulance staff to 
“stabilise their immediate 
health needs”, a Castle Point 
and Rochford CCG 
spokesman said. 

The service has been tri¬ 
alled across areas in south 
east Essex. 

Dr Amanda Pinkerton, a 
GP who has been involved 
in the design of the service, 
said: “This isn’t about not 
admitting people that need 
to be in hospital. It’s about 
supporting GPs to keep peo¬ 
ple at home where appropri¬ 


ate and freeing up hospital 
services for those that really 
need them.” 

The Swift team operates 
seven days a week between 
8am and 10pm. 

Ryan Webb, clinical man¬ 
ager at Essex Partnership 
University Trust and a mem¬ 
ber of the team, said: “We 
have nurses and care assis¬ 
tants who can provide sup¬ 
port and care at short notice 


at times of crisis. 

“We are able to monitor 
patients in the community 
while providing the neces¬ 
sary medication, interven¬ 
tions and care to help them 
feel better. 

“An experienced nurse will 
assess patient needs, develop 
a plan of care in conjunction 
with existing services and 
put these into place with the 
patient’s consent.” 


Tricia D’Orsi, chief nurse 
at both Castle Point and 
Rochford and Southend 
CCGs, added: “The Swift 
service is a great example of 
how nursing is now a mod¬ 
em and dynamic profession. 

“The roles being fulfilled 
across south east Essex are 
varied and the skills vast as 
we attempt to deliver high 
quality care and improve the 
patient experience.”

A patient coordinator has also 
been introduced who organises 
pre-assessments and tests on the 
same day, travel arrangements 
and meets patients face-to-face 


at the pre-admission clinic.

“It’s like I’m their own cancer 
personal assistant, someone 
who knows exactly what is 
going on with each and every 
patient. 

“It gives them one less thing 
to worry about and feedback 
has been that it takes a huge 
weight off their mind.”

ALI GRIFFIN is Southend Council’s latest chief executive. YA reporter 
MICHAEL COX meets her to hear how she is settling in to her new role 

I’m driven by making a 
difference for residents

“PEOPLE always comment on 
the fact that I’m still smiling. 
I’m a bit worried at what they 
were expecting to happen.” 

The responsibility of running 
a borough in her first chief 
executive job certainly does 
not seem to have dampened 
Ali Griffin’s enthusiasm just 
yet. 

Appointed last July to 
replace the retiring Rob Tinlin, 
she describes her role as a 
“huge privilege” and says “it’s 
everything I hoped for and 
more”. 

Ali has worked in local 
government for more than 20 
years, having started in 
government practice at global 
accountancy firm 
PricewaterhouseCoopers. 

She has worked in a variety 
of council roles, including 
most recently in London 
boroughs Camden and Bexley, 
where she was director of 
finance. 

“I always knew I wanted to 
come into local government 
when I was young so that’s a 
bit of a weird thing to know, I 
know. That’s because I’m 
really driven by making that 
difference for residents and I 


feel that local government, as 
opposed to central government 
which I feel is quite distant 
from people, is at the front 
face of it, it’s in the thick of it, 
and I like that energy it 
brings.” 

She admitted that the 
diversity of the chief executive 
role had been a change but 
said she was growing into it. 

“I don’t think it’s been as big 
a step up as sometimes people 
think from the outside. 

“Having worked in London 
boroughs for most of my 
career, you get to see it up 
close and you really have to 
think about it seriously if you 
want to be a chief executive 
because there are lots of 
demands and pressures as you 
would expect.” 

When quizzed on her 
leadership style, she described 
it as open and honest. 

“I like to engage and 
motivate people. I’m not that 
interested about what grade 
you are, I’m more interested 
in your experience and what 
you bring to the table. 

“I think we’ve been a 
council that can be quite 
paternalistic in our approach 


and I want to encourage 
people to be more proactive and 
if they see an issue, feel they 
can grab it and deal with it.” 

Originally from Croydon, Ali 
has relocated by herself to live 
in the centre of Southend, 
which “helps with the late 
night meetings”. 

She has family links to the 
town through her father’s 
cousins, and enjoys walking 
on the pier and jogging along 
the seafront, as well as visiting 
the Focal Point Gallery. 

Her short term aims for the 
borough include “making the 
town safer, thinking about the 
town centre’s future and how 
that’s going to change over 
time and addressing the 
homelessness issue”. 

She admitted she is glad she 
made the move to Southend. 

“It’s been good to get to 
know a different part of the 
country, how people think and 
feel - it’s different to 
Londoners, and I respect that 
and I find that quite energetic. 

“That entrepreneurial, 
independent spirit, I like that 
pride that people have and 
that’s something I think we 
can really work with.”

A CONSERVATIVE MP called 
a meeting with rail bosses and 
urged them to give passengers 
discounts after engineering 
works caused more than a year 
of disruption. 

Mark Francois, MP for 
Rayleigh and Wickford, called 
representatives from Abellio 
Greater Anglia, which runs the 
Southend Victoria to London 
Liverpool Street line. 

Passengers have suffered 
lengthy evening and weekend 
lines closures due to work on 
overhead lines and construction 
for the Crossrail project. 

The company’s managing 
director Jamie Buries and head 
of public affairs Jonathan 
Denby met Mr Francois at his 
office in Westminster. 

A statement issued by Mr 
Francois’s office said: “Mark 
reiterated his belief that while 
these engineering works con¬ 
tinue, commuters should be 
given a discount on their sea¬ 


son ticket as compensation for 
the disruption they have had to 
put up with. 

“Mark also put pressure on 
the rail bosses over the fact 
that, due to maintenance prob¬ 
lems, some trains during peak 
commuter periods have only 
eight carriages rather than the 
normal twelve, thus forcing a 
number of people to stand all 
the way into London.” 

Mr Francois added: “I took 
this opportunity to try to get 
over to the rail company the 
degree of frustration which has 
been expressed to me by com¬ 
muters who use Abellio’s line. 

“These engineering works 
have gone on for over a year 
now and I really think the time 
has come when my constituents 
deserve some form of compen¬ 
sation for everything they have 
had to put up with.” 

Asked to comment on Mr 
Francois’s statement, Greater 
Anglia said it and Network Rail 


were “investing millions of 
pounds” to replace overhead 
lines and introduce new trains 
with wi-fi, air conditioning and 
plug and USB sockets. 

A spokesman said: “We 
understand customers’ frustra¬ 
tion while this vital engineer¬ 
ing work is being carried out, 
which is why we have offered 
Southend season ticket holders 
a special offer for travel at 
weekends for their friends and 
family. 

“Customers can always com¬ 
plete their journeys during 
engineering works, although 
part of their journey might be 
by bus. 

“Running a replacement bus 
service costs us extra money, as 
we need to hire buses and extra 
staff to make sure transitions 
between train and us are as 
smooth as possible. 

“Refunds for engineering 
works are not part of the rail¬ 
way compensation scheme.”

Call for action on auto-braking 



FITTED AS STANDARD: A leading crash research group wants potentially life-saving 
Autonomous Emergency Braking as a legal requirement in all cars and vans like seatbelts

BRITAIN’S leading crash 
research organisation has 
called on the Government 
to act on making 
Autonomous Emergency 
Braking (AEB) mandatory 
on all new cars and vans 
following the 

announcement of new road 
safety proposals by the 
European Commission. 

Thatcham Research is 
just one of a long line of 
safety organisations, 
including 1AM RoadSmart, 
RoSPA and Euro NCAP, 
which have been calling for 
legislation to make the 
fitting of the potentially 
life-saving emergency 
braking technology 
compulsory. 

Now, the EU looks set to 
meet the demands 
following the long-awaited 
publication of proposals 
which, if approved by 
member states, could be 
introduced from 2020 
onwards. 

The proposals would 


update the so-called EU 
General Safety Regulation 
(GSR) which has not been 
changed for ten years. 

They would include the 
compulsory fitting to new 
cars of the latest 
autonomous safety 
systems such as advanced 
emergency braking, speed 
assistance and 
lane-keeping systems. 

Thatcham says the 
proposals are some of the 
most significant in the past 
decade and has called on 
the UK Government and 
carmakers not to stall on 
making Autonomous 
Emergency Braking (AEB) 
mandatory on all cars and 
vans. 

Matthew Avery, director of 
research at Thatcham 
Research, comments: “Just 
as seatbelts are a legal 
requirement on all cars and 
vans, AEB should be as 
well. 

“We have campaigned for 
many years for it to be 
standard on all vehicles, 
and with the latest AEB 


systems now capable of 
identifying pedestrians and 
cyclists, there is an 
opportunity for the UK 


Government to address the 
growing number of cyclist 
and pedestrian fatalities. 
“We would hope that no 


blockers are put in the way 
by carmakers or 
parliamentarians around 
making these technologies 


mandatory on all UK cars 
and vans as soon as 
possible.” 

According to Thatcham 
Research, cars fitted with 
AEB are 38 per cent less 
likely to be involved in 
real-world rear-end 
crashes. 

It has calculated that the 
system has the potential to 
save 1,100 lives and more 
than 120,000 casualties 
over the next 10 years. 

In the UK only 30 per cent 
of cars on sale have AEB 
as standard, as it is mostly 
offered as an optional 
extra. 

More worrying says 
Thatcham Research, is the 
fact that of the top 10 
best-selling UK car brands 
in 2017, only one - Land 
Rover - had 100 per cent 
fitment across its model 
range while, significantly, 
the top two car brands - 
Ford and Vauxhall - had 
only seven per cent and 14 
per cent fitment 
respectively across their 
entire car ranges.

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Spurs quartet form spine of England side in World Cup build-up

RUSSIA

ENGLAND boss Gareth Southgate was reasonably satisfied with his side’s 
performance as a rugged Nigeria side were edged out 2-1 in a competitive 
FIFA World Cup warm-up match at Wembley Stadium on Saturday. 

Goals from Gary Cahill and skipper, Harry Kane, gave the Three Lions 
a comfortable two-goal advantage at the break. However, Arsenal’s Alex 
Iwobi reduced the arrears immediately after the interval as the visitors 
offered an altogether tougher contest to their hosts. 

This was England’s penultimate match before heading out to Russia for this 
summer’s tournament. 

Southgate selected Tottenham Hotspur quartet, Kieran Trippier, Eric Dier, 
Dele Alii and Kane in his starting line-up. 

Trippier went close in the opening stages - his troublesome dead-ball effort 
turned away by Nigerian goalkeeper, Francis Uzoho. 

But from the resulting flag-kick from Trippier, Chelsea’s Cahill rose 
unchallenged to head England into the lead.

The home side were clearly keen 
to put on a show. Raheem Sterling 
was a whisker away from adding a 
second - his effort drifting the 
wrong side of an upright after being 
sent clear by Alii. 

Uzoho denied Alii at his near 
post, while Leon Balogun’s timely 
interception from Lingard’s centre 
saved the day for the visitors. 

Odion Ighalo tested Pickford as 
Nigeria finally offered a threat. 
However, they were almost immedi¬ 
ately undone - Sterling firing over 
from 12 yards. 

A second goal always looked on the 
cards, and it came from a familiar 
source. Kane fired a low, right-foot¬ 
ed drive beyond Uzoho after Sterling 
had fashioned the opening. It was no 
more than England deserved. 

Nigeria made a clutch of changes 


at the break, which provided an 
instant tonic. Now looking alto¬ 
gether more fluent, Arsenal’s Iwobi 
lashed home from close range 
within two minutes of the restart 
after Ighalo’s effort had cannoned 
back off a post. 

Trippier wasn’t far away, heading 
Ashley Young’s corner narrowly 
wide as the hosts looked to restore a 
two-goal advantage. But the balance 
had shifted, with Nigeria looking the 
brighter side as England weathered 
the second-half storm. 

This had proved to be a competi¬ 
tive workout for England as they 
make final preparations for Russia. 

Summarising the match, 
Southgate said: “Really pleased 
with the first half. I thought it was 
an excellent performance with the 
ball - really good movement and 


interchange between the front four. 

“We managed to overload the mid- 
field and whenever Raheem and 
Harry came short, Dele and Jesse 
made some fantastic runs in behind. 

“There was a lot of unselfish one 
and two-touch play and that really 
pleased me. We also won the ball 
back really quickly, and I thought 
we played from the back with good 
composure. That was as good a half 
as we’ve had I think.” 

When asked if he was any nearer 
to knowing his starting 11 for their 
opening match with Tunisia on June 
18, Southgate said: “I wouldn’t nec¬ 
essarily say that was the side that 
starts against Tunisia, but clearly, it 
wouldn’t be far away.”

S OUTHEND is gearing 
up to be graced by 
one of the world’s 
leading orchestras. 

The Glenn Miller 
Orchestra, led by Ray 
McVay and featuring the 
Polka Dot Dolls, will be

Back in the late 1930s and 
early 1940s Miller and his 
orchestra packed the dance 
halls in the States.

The current UK band was 
put together in 1988 by leg¬ 
endary musical entertainer 
McVay in conjunction with 
Glenn Miller Productions in 


New York. McVay, previous¬ 
ly best known as musical 
director for the original 
Come Dancing series on 
BBC, approached the 
offices of the Miller estate 
30 years ago seeking an 
arrangement to operate a 
Glenn Miller Orchestra in 
UK. 

The orchestra maintains 
the exact line-up on stage 
devised by Miller, consisting 
of the leader, five saxo¬ 
phones, four trumpets, four 
trombones and three 
rhythm players plus a male 
and female vocalist. The 


show features the sublime 
voices of Mark Porter and 
Catherine Sykes, as well as 
the glorious harmonies of 
the Moonlight Serenaders. 

The band’s library com¬ 
prises of more than 200 
scores, many of them from 
the original library, which 
includes arrangements from 
both the civilian and Army 
Air Force orchestras. 

Songs made famous by 
Frank Sinatra, Dean Martin 
and Louis Armstrong are in 
the show, which also pays 
tribute to other big band 
leaders of the age such as 


Artie Shaw and Benny 
Goodman. 

McVay, brings over 50 
years of musical entertain¬ 
ment experience to the job 
of putting smiles on the 
faces of today’s audiences.
